My  brother  Serf  attempted  to  synthesize  his  growing  political  awareness  through  his  writings. 
In  an  essay  entitled  Politics  and  Poetry  he  wrote,  "...  The  nature  of  the  times  requires,  no, 
demands  realism,  both  in  politics  and  poetry.  A  people  starving  cannot  be  fed  on  pictures  of 
gourmet  dishes.  A  people  with  nowhere  to  live  cannot  live  inside  21  inch  television  sets.  To  feed 
people  obscure  thoughts  perpetuates  the  obscurity  of  such  thoughts.  If  poetry  is  to  reflect  life 
as  it  is,  it  must  concentrate  on  the  symptoms  of  the  sickness  that  have  necessitated  the  various 
escapes  that  artists  are  forced  to  take  in  order  to  separate  themselves  from  reality.  Poetry  should 
not  nurture  the  symptom  that  created  the  sickness  in  the  first  place.  It  should  help  to  cure  the 
problems  of  the  world  by  exposing  and  offering  a  sensitive  response  to  the  causes  of  the  failures 
in  society." 

As  we  enter  the  midpoint  of  this  glorified  bicentennial  year,  perhaps  we  should  all  review  where 
we're  coming  from  and  most  important  of  all,  where  we  are  going  . .  .

Larry  Bensky  is  away  for  the  summer,  combining  a  well-deserved 
vacation  with  his  coverage  of  the  July  4th  happenings  in  Philadelphia 
and  the  madness  of  the  Democratic/Republican  conventions.  I'll  be 
Acting  Manager  until  his  return  in  early  September,  so  my  News  De- 
partment work  will  be  cut  back  to  just  one  evening  newscast  a  week 
until  then. 

KPFA's  usual  summer  doldrums  are  once  again  upon  us  and  the 
budget  grows  tight.  We  are  hoping  to  keep  on-air  fundraising  at  a  nor- 
mal level— but  that  is  going  to  mean  finding  alternative  ways  to  raise 
about  $10,000  a  month.  That  figure  represents  our  estimated  monthly 
deficit  through  the  summer  after  normal  on-air  fundraising. 

We  are  working  on  some  long-range  plans  for  major  fundraising 
events,  but  they  won't  solve  the  immediate  cash-flow  problems.  So  the 
question  to  you  is:  Any  ideas?  We'd  welcome  letters  from  our  listeners/ 
subscribers  outlining  their  ideas  for  off-air  moneymaking  possibilities. 
Perhaps  something  brilliant  will  come  of  it. 

KPFA  has  a  new  number  for  you  to  remember,  it's  No.  519347. 
That's  the  number  of  our  new  membership  at  Berkeley's  RE  I  Co-op. 
RE  I  is  on  San  Pablo  Ave.,  and  they  sell  a  wide  range  of  camping  and 
backpacking  equipment.  Like  the  Co-op,  REI  gives  a  yearly  dividend 
on  all  purchases  credited  to  the  KPFA  account  (or  any  account  for 
that  matter).  Last  year  the  dividend  was  101/2%,  so  it  could  add  up. 
We  hope  that  if  you  are  shopping  at  REI,  you'll  remember  KPFA's 
number:  519347. 

As  for  KPFA's  Co-op  numbers  (20,000  in  Berkeley,  East  Bay  and 
San  Francisco  and  13,000  in  Palo  Alto),  please  remember  to  use  them 
—it  really  does  make  a  difference  come  dividend  time. 

One  positive  note-the  May  25th  benefit  showing  of  the  Weather 
Underground  film  at  the  U.C.  Theatre  was  a  definite  success.  Both 
showings  played  to  nearly  full  houses  and  KPFA  was  able  to  add 
$2,500  to  its  coffers. 

I  contemplated  closing  with  a  suitable  quotation  to  commemor- 
ate July  4,  1976.  It  seems  more  appropriate,  however,  simply  to  en- 
courage you  to  listen  to  KPFA  all  day  on  the  4th.

I  have  only  been  a  political  reporter  for  a  short  time,  and  a  so- 
called  professional  journalist  for  even  less.  However,  it  is  difficult  to 
remember  when  I  wasn't  worrying  about  Pacifica's  coverage  of  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  Conventions,  or  fielding  ten  phone  calls 
a  day  from  people  running  for  public  office  who  wanted  to  be  on  the 
air.  Four  years  ago,  when  Richard  Nixon  creamed  George  McGovern 
in  the  Presidental  contest,  I  was  KPFA's  Wednesday  morning  recep- 


tionist and  my  main  role  during 
that  coverage  was  to  take  frantic 
phone  calls  from  Bill  Schechner  in 
Miami  Beach  for  the  person  who 
was  babysitting  Bill's  cats.  Watch- 
ing the  "programming  people" 
scurry  around  hysterically  then,  it's 
strange  to  find  myself  now  the  co- 
ordinator for  this  year's  edition  of 
the  election  chaos. 

To  prepare  for  this  responsi- 
bility, I  began  reading  everything  I 
could  that  pertained  to  the  elections, 
and  decided  to  spend  last  year's  va- 
cation (which  I  had  never  found  the 
time  to  take)  working  in  Pacifica's 
Washington  Bureau.  On  February 
15,  after  boarding  American  Airlines 
Flight  572  in  San  Francisco,  the 
plane  took  off  and  landed  immedi- 
ately in  Oakland.  I  sat  there  for  over 
an  hour,  and  I  live  only  twenty  min- 
utes from  Oakland!  I  soon  learned 
that  Flight  572  did  a  lot  of  stopping, 
and  after  hold-overs  in  Dallas-Fort 
Worth,  Tulsa  and  Chicago,  I  arrived 
the  next  day  at  Washington's 
National  Airport. 

The  first  news  "event"  that  I 
was  supposed  to  cover  was  a  White 
House  Conference,  starring  Gerald 
Ford.  Before  being  allowed  in  his 
presence,  I  had  to  go  through  a  se- 
cret Service  check.  A  guard  asked 
me  to  fill  out  a  card  asking  for  name 
and  birth  and  picked  up  a  phone  to 
read  the  information  into  it.  I  sat, 
silently,  making  mental  lists  of  the 
things  in  my  bag  that,  if  discovered, 
would  label  me  as  'dangerous,'  things 
like  my  Cuban  stamp  commemora- 
ting Chili's  late  President  Salvador 
Allende.  But  finally,  the  guard  gave 
me  the  go-ahead. 

A  White  House  conference  is 
strange,  to  say  the  least.  Prior  to  the 
'main  event,'  the  press  corps  must 
wait  in  the  White  House  press  office. 
Everyone  mills  around,  checks  the 
papers  to  see  who  scooped  them 
that  day,  drinks  coffee,  and  chats 
with  their  associates.  I  didn't 
know  anyone,  no  one  knew  who  I 
was,  and  since  the  Washington  press 
corps  are  a  clannish  bunch,  I  got 
eyed  alot.  I  was  uncomfortable, 
especially  since  I  was  not  accus- 
tomed to  wearing  skirt,  pantyhose 
and  "nice"  shoes.  This  had  already 
caused  several  accidents  that  day: 
my  skirt  was  stained,  my  pantyhose 
had  runs,  and  my  feet  hurt,  causing 
me  to  limp.  Suddenly  an  invisible 
voice  blared  over  a  loudspeaker,  in- 
structing everyone  to  assemble  out- 
side. Then  we  were  all  marched  up 
to  the  front  of  the  White  House  and 
led  through  the  door.  As  we  strode 
to  the  East  Room,  there  were  Se- 
cret Service  agents  positioned  every 
five  feet.  The  "major  media  report- 
ers" all  had  assigned  seats  in  front; 
the  restof  us  took  seats  in  the  back. 
A  few  second  later  a  voice  announ- 
ced "ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States."  Every- 
one stood  up  as  the  Chief  Executive 
entered  through  a  curtain,  peered 
anxiously  around  the  room,  and 


asked  us  in  a  rather  pleading  tone  to 
take  a  seat.  The  press  conference 
proceeded,  and  wasn't  much  dif- 
ference from  watching  it  on  TV, 
except  I  was  able  to  observe  the 
"in"  way  to  conduct  myself  at  a 
presidential  press  conference.  This 
consisted  of  pursing  the  lips  and 
occasionally  rolling  the  eyes  to  the 
ceiling. 

With  few  exceptions,  most  of 
the  reporters  I  met  appeared  to  be 
cynical  about  their  work,  and  saw 
themselves  as  removed  from  the  is- 
sues they  were  covering.  Shortly 
after  my  arrival  in  Washington,  I 
attended  a  House  of  Representatives 
floor  debate  on  legislation  that 
would  benefit  coal  miners.  About 
three  hundred  members  of  the 
United  Mineworkers  Union  and 
their  families  were  sitting  silently  in 
the  visitors  gallery,  watching  the 
Representatives  toss  their  fates  ver- 
bally across  the  room.  In  the  House 
Radio-TV  Press  Gallery,  a  posh  work- 
space provided  at  taxpayers  expense, 
members  of  the  press  were  searching 
for  some  "humor"  appropriate  to 
the  theme  of  the  house  debate. 
Someone  finally  came  up  with  the 
concept  of  "Polack  jokes,"  which 
was  immediately  snapped  up  as  just 
the  right  thing.  Apparently,  these  re- 
porters saw  an  analogy  between  that 
kind  of  ethnic  humor  and  the  cough- 
ing miners  who  filled  the  visitors 
gallery. 

Since  my  return  from  Washing- 
ton, I've  been  covering  local  politi- 
cal issues  as  well  as  local  appearances 
by  presidential  hopefuls.  In  the 
weeks  before  the  California  Primary, 
Ford,  Reagan,  Carter,  Brown  and 
others  streamed  around  the  state 
with  their  entourages  of  Secret  Ser- 
vice agents,  staff  workers  and  press. 
The  largest  single  group  within  these 
caravans  are  the  reporters.  There 
are  hundreds  of  them,  and  each  can- 
didate has  at  least  two  Greyhound 
buses  packed  with  reporters,  camera 
men  and  technicians. 

In  fact,  the  whole  business  of 
campaigning  is  structured  around 
the  needs  of  the  news  media.  In  late 
May,  President  Ford  made  a  cam- 
paign stop  at  Rossmoor  Leisure 
World  in  Walnut  Creek,  California. 
The  presidential  entourage  included 
legions  of  Secret  Service  Agents,  po- 
lice officers,  and  reporters.  Three 
Greyhound  buses,  labelled  "White 
House  Press"  were  new,  clean,  and 
fitted  with  bathrooms.  They  bear 
no  resemblance  to  the  buses  that 
people  "going  Greyhound"  ride. 
Each  reporter  on  the  buses  had 
specially  printed  tags  that  bore  the 
the  words  "Presidential  Trip,"  and 
every  couple  of  stops,  workspace  and 
and  telephone  facilities  were  pro- 
vided. The  entire  operation  cost 
thousands  of  dollars,  and  it  was 
clear  that  all  of  this  money  and  ef- 
fort was  not  just  happening  for  the 
benefit  of  a  few  hundred  well-heeled 
senior  citizens  living  in  suburban 
splendor,  but  rather  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  press.  The  most  blatant  cam- 
paign "media  event"  occur- 
ed  at  Berkeley's  Alta  Bates  Hospital 
prior  to  the  California  Primary.  One 
morning,  Georgia's  Jimmy  Carter 
stopped  outside  the  hospital  where 
about  two  hundred  people  milled 
around.  Candidate  Carter  parked  his 
car  a  block  away  from  the  crowd 
and  entered  the  hospital.  A  contin- 
gent of  Secret  Service  men  followed, 
and  about  a  hundred  reporters  trail- 
ed Carter  around  as  he  visited  the 
bedside  of  four  or  five  patients,  and 
described  the  problems  of  the  Amer- 
ican health  care  system  in  hallway 
mini-speeches.  The  members  of  the 
press,  including  myself,  dutifully  re- 
corded every  word.  It  was  obvious 
who  Carter  was  speaking  to  and  why. 
He  left  the  hospital  without  ever 
speaking  to  the  assembled  members 
of  the  voting  public  who  were  still 
waiting  outside. 

Over  the  past  months,  I  have 
learned  much  about  the  various 
quirks  and  strange  behavior  patterns 
of  political  campaign  reporters.  For 
one,  most  of  these  people  seem  to 
be  desperately  aggessive.  They 
punch  and  shove  a  lot,  and  I  have  be- 
become  skilled  at  positioning  myself 
away  from  the  camera  people,  who 
use  their  equipment  like  battering 
rams  to  force  aside  any  "local  a  -  - 
hole"  who  dares  to  get  in  the  way 
of  their  camera  angle.  One  gentle- 
man, in  his  attempt  to  get  nearer  to 
the  candidate  jabbed  my  skull  with 
his  "mini-cam"  and  bleated  "excuse- 
mes." 

By  this  time,  you  are  probably 
wondering  why  I,  and  KPFA  are 
bothering  to  cover  this  circus.  The 
whole  "democratic"  process  has  be- 
come on  many  levels,  a  series  of 
mechanical  exercises  as  developed 
by  thousand-dollar-a-week  media 
directors.  It  is  precisely  this  aspect 
of  the  "democratic"  process  that  we 
intend  to  expose.  Moreover,  we  seek 
to  find  out  who  and  why  certain 
people  are  going  to  such  lengths  to 
sit  in  the  Oval  Office.  Like  it  or  not, 

believe  in  it  or  not,  from  this  massive 
outpouring  of  media  energy  and 
money  known  as  the  Presidential 
sweepstakes,  one  man  will  emerge 
who  will  have  a  real  impact  on  our 
lives.  It  sort  of  scares  the  hell  out  of 
you  .  .  .

KPFA, 

I  wish  to  cancel  my  subscription  for  the 
simple  reason  that  for  several  months  I 
have  been  out  of  your  signal  area  and 
away  from  all  radios.  Before  that  I  was 
living  in  Berkeley;  but  even  then  I  did  not 
listen  to  KPFA.  In  fact,  I  have  not  been  a 
regular  listener  of  your  station  for  the  last 
six  months.  I  guess  this  is  a  pretty  good 
excuse  for  not  coughing  up. 

I  would  like  to  write  some  snotty  things 


about  your  programming;  but  what's  the 
use?  I  concede  that  you   are  informative, 
if  biased.  Your  literature  programs  are 
often  of  poor  quality,  but  then  I  am  a 
very  fastidious  critic.

Let  me 
close  this  epistle  by  encouraging  you;  I  am 
sure  you  are  very  valuable  to  many  people 
and  to  the  politically  involved  especially;

BETWEEN  THE 
LARGE  AND  SMALL 

Dear  KPFAers, 

The  governing  of  the  people  is  a  grave 
and  serious  matter.  The  government  is  a 
body  that  we  create  between  us  to  take 
care  of  some  of  our  joint  needs;  it  is  the 
bureaucracy  that  is  to  somehow  see  that 
we  are  fed,  clothed  and  sheltered.

RADIOACTIVE  DREAM 

Dear  KPFA, 

Sometimes  I  experience  my  dreams 
more  vividly  than  moments  of  waking.

Bob  and  I  are  standing  before  a  huge 
box  canyon  of  purely  white  salt.  Bob  is 
telling  me  he  thinks  the  place  has  been 
abandoned.  I  wonder  why.  No  other  peo- 
ple are  around.  We  begin  to  explore  into 
the  whiteness.  To  my  left,  at  the  base  of 
a  sheer  wall  of  salt,  I  find  some  clear, 
quartz  crystals  about  the  size  of  large 
fingers.  I  feel  delighted  to  find  these  per- 
fect, beautiful  crystals,  and  think  if  I  find 
enough  of  them  I  could  make  a  gorgeous 
chandelier.  As  I  look  for  more,  I  begin  to 
feel  strangely  bad  about  wanting  more  of 
them.  I  had  found  five  so  far.  I  keep  the 
five  and  look  for  no  more.  Excitedly,  I 
show  Bob  my  find.  He  takes  it  lightly, 
and  says  we  better  leave  the  place.  I 
think  about  the  chandelier  and  feel 
ridiculous.  While  we're  walking  away  an 
old  man  stops  us  and  says,  "Stay  away 
from  that  old  salt  mine!  It's  been  con- 
taminated with  radioactivity  and  many 
people  have  died  because  of  it!"  I  look 
down  at  the  quartz  crystals  in  my  hand, 
and  feel  sick  to  my  stomach.  Like  falling 
to  nowhere.  It's  too  late  to  worry  about 
my  health,  so  I  take  the  crystals   back 
the  salt  mine  and  leave  them.  I  star 
there  a  moment  and  look  at  the  place. 
Purely  white,  deadly  silent.  I  feel  afraid 
and  wonder  how  long  it  will  take  before 
I  feel  the  symptoms;  and  wonder  more 
what  these  symptoms  will  be.  I  wonder 
if  Bob  is  as  bad  off  as  me.  I  wonder  how 
the  place  had  become  contaminated.  I 
wonder  why  no  one  had  done  anything 
to  shut  off  the  place  so  people  could  not 
go  there.  Not  even  a  warning  sign  is  post- 
ed anywhere.  I  think  about  this,  till  I'm 
sick  with  worry.  If  it's  like  this,  how  long 
will  it  be  before  everyone  in  the  world 
becomes  contaminated  with  radioactivity? 
I  hope  the  old  man  had  lied  to  us.  I  walk 
along  and  ask  different  people  questions. 
"Yes.  the  salt  mine  is  definitely  radio- 
active. Didn't  you  know?  Well,  these 
things  keep  happening  and  no  one  knows 
what  to  do  about  it.  Alot  of  people  are 
getting  contaminated  these  days.  The 
problem  is,  people  are  ignorant.  They  go 
to  the  wrong  places,  find  nice  looking 
things  and  take  them  home.  They  can't 
see  or  smell  or  hear  the  radioactivity." 
As  the  dream  goes  on,  my  terror  is  in- 
creasing. I  begin  to  feel  very  sick  through- 
out my  whole  body.  It  doesn't  matter  to 
me  anymore  that  I'm  dying;  I  keep 
thinking  of  children  picking  up  pretty, 
radioactive  things.  I  keep  thinking  of  a 
world  of  people  that  don't  care  how  they 
die  or  how  many  other  living  beings  they 
take  with  them.  I  keep  wondering  why  . . . 
The  dream  fades  into  different  images. 
. . .  People  from  India  dining  at  and  star- 
ing out  the  windows  of  a  restaurant . . . 

It  would  make  an  interesting  program 
on  KPFA  if  other  people  would  send  in 
dreams  they've  had  and  you  could  read 
them  on  the  air  sometime.

Beneath  Icebergs  andVolcanos 

or  How  To  Promote  An  Empire 

by  Jayo 


There  is  one  phrase  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  which  expresses  the  internal  contradiction  of  racism 
in  that  doctrine.  The  words  are  in  the  twentieth  paragraph  and  they  were  printed  across  this  land  in  blood: 

'the  merciless  Indian  Savages' 

Among  many  who  do  not  recognize  this  contradiction  are  those  who  have  amassed  enormous  powers. 
Armed  with  technology,  mass  media  centers  and  military  arms,  they  are  attempting  to  steal  the  entire  world. 
The  political  leadership  of  this  country  has  become  nothing  more  than  corporate  representation  engineered 
by  shrewd  lawyers.  With  a  continued  free  hand  they  will  soon  have  the  world  coded  in  balance  sheets  and 
bank  accounts.  The  figures  will  be  drawn  in  blood. 


The  table  was  arranged  with  a  rainbow  of  flowers  from 
each  State  in  the  Union  flown  in  especially  for  the  occasion. 
They  formed  a  sweeping  semi-circle  in  the  center  of  a  mas- 
sive wooden  table.  All  in  all,  there  were  fifty  pots  claiming 
statehood,  but  only  forty-eight  were  placed  in  the  colorful 
curve.  There  were  two  much  larger  bouquets  placed  in  the 
center;  a  pot  of  sweating  hibiscus  from  Hawaii,  and  a  pot  of 
forget-me-nots  from  the  white  blaze  of  Alaska.  Each  pot 
was  beribboned  with  a  respective  motto.  Hawaii's  read:  'ua 
mau  ke  ea  o  ka  aina  i  ka  pono'  (The  life  of  the  land  is  per- 
petuated in  righteousness).  'North  to  the  Future'  rested  un- 
der the  petals  of  Alaska's  forget-me-nots.  All  the  flowers 
were  wilting  in  the  heat  of  the  studio.  It  was  July  4,  1959. 

The  Producer  came  into  the  studio,  growling  in  his  squat 
bulge  of  a  pink  body.  Sweat  beaded  his  balding  forhead  as 
he  snapped,  'This  goddamn  table  doesn't  look  right.'  The  Di- 
rector turned  and  the  Producer  continued,  pouting,  The 
fuckin'  table's  too  big;  it'll  make  the  Vice-President  look 
like  a  goddamn  dwarf.' 

Calmly,  the  Director  reassured  the  Producer  that  every- 
thing would  be  just  fine.  Pointing  to  the  table,  the  Director 
said,  'From  the  waist  up,  I'll  be  able  to  get  this  smashing 
shot  over  the  shoulder  of  the  Commentator  to  the  Vice- 
President.  Same  shot  with  the  Banker,  from  the  Import/ 
Export  Bank.'  He  placed  his  hand  on  the  Producer's  slumped 
back  and  suggested,  'Now  why  don't  you  go  outside  and 
wait  for  the  limousine.' 

Just  then,  the  technical  assistant  stepped  up  to  the  Di- 
rector: 'The  trouble's  been  isolated  in  the  V.T.R.,  color 
balance  is  complete,  security  has  cleared  the  control  room, 
we're  ready  to  roll.' 

Instantly,  the  shadows  in  the  rear  of  the  studio  began  to 
breathe.  Tension  became  electric  as  they  moved  out  of  the 
shadows,  like  snakes  emerging  from  darkness.  In  the  trained 
manner  of  agents,  they  devoured  the  room.  The  Vice-Presi- 
dent had  arrived.  The  Banker  walked  in  first,  his  expression 
hidden  by  eyes  and  nose  turned  towards  the  floor.  The  Com- 
mentator slid  in  behind  the  Vice-President. 

'Mr.  Vice-President  and  gentlemen,  as  we've  gone  over  on 
the  conference  line,  I'll  open  with  a  monologue,  announcing 
the  special  honor  of  celebrating  the  Fourth  of  July  with  two 
new  additional  states  in  the  Union— Hawaii  and  Alaska.'  The 
Commentator  stopped  just  before  they  reached  the  set.  He 
was  about  to  speak  again,  when  the  Banker,  ignoring  his 
previous  comment,  went  directly  to  his  chair.  With  an  em- 
barassed  grin,  the  Commentator  continued  self-consciously: 
'Mr.  Vice-President,  I  would  like  to  begin  the  discussion  by 


asking  you  about  your  wife  and  children,  before  we  get  into 
the  meat,  sir.' 

Hooking  his  eyes  in  the  Banker's  direction,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent replied,  'Yes,  that  will  be  fine.  Oh!  And  I'd  like  to 
spend  as  much  time  as  possible  on  the  importance  of  solving 
our  problems  in  Africa,  Asia  and  South  America.'  The  Vice- 
President  turned  to  the  Commentator,  and  as  he  began  to 
speak  again,  his  eyes  took  on  the  reflection  of  a  green  gell 
from  one  of  the  lights.  He  spoke  vehemently:  'Asia's  no 
longer  a  mystery.  Ask  me  how  we're  gonna  stop  the  Com- 
munist agression  that  is  trying  to  bury  us.  Play  down 
Khruschev's  visit  in  September.'  The  Vice-President  tilted  his 
head  towards  the  ceiling,  his  eyes  glowing  from  the  frozen 
blaze  of  white  quartz  lamps.  Almost  whispering,  he  contin- 
ued, 'We  must  use  contrast,  my  boy.  Talk  about  space.  Ask 
me  why  we  founded  N.A.S.A.  last  year.  We  must  build  hope 
of  new  worlds  to  reach.  Even  the  Reds  are  trying  to  take 
that  from  us.  Let's  contrast  Hawaii  and  Cuba,  and  which 
way  'Puarta  Ricar'  is  going.  And  yes,  military  spending  is 
not  an  issue  here  today.  We  are  celebrating  the  growth  of 
a  Nation.  By  the  way,  my  aide  has  a  picture  of  the  new  flag 
that  the  President  will  introduce  next  month.  You  should 
use  it.' 

The  Vice-President  turned,  nodded  to  his  aide,  and  then 
took  his  seat  at  the  table.  The  Commentator  followed  ner- 
vously. The  studio  was  silent  for  a  moment.  Slowly,  the 
Vice-President  lifted  his  head  from  his  notes  and  looked  at 
the  Banker.  All  this  time,  the  Banker  sat  across  the  table, 
observing  everything.  Bending  his  head  downwards,  the 
Banker  tapped  softly  on  the  table  with  his  right  hand. 

Back  in  the  control  room,  the  Director  was  glued  to  the 
monitors  before  him.  He  looked  at  the  Commentator,  who 
was  beginning  to  sweat  and  fidget,  and  then  caught  the 
Vice-President,  who  was  staring  blankly.  Finally,  he  looked 
at  the  Banker,  who  was  on  close-up.  For  a  moment  the  Di- 
rector was  lost.  He  wasn't  in  a  television  studio.  He  just 
wasn't  anywhere,  except  lost  in  the  eyes  of  the  Banker.  He 
felt  as  if  he  was  riding  on  a  raging  sea,  darkened  by  a  storm 
of  deceit.  He  was  just  as  guilty.  It  could  have  been  death 
in  a  mirror. 

The  Director's  trance  was  broken  when  the  Banker  yawned 
and  scratched  his  head.  There  was  no  further  movement  in 
the  control  room  until  the  Director  sensed  a  faint  tapping. 
He  began,  'Ready  to  fade  up  and  cue  audio.  Fade  up  and 
cue.  Dolly  in,  camera  four.  Ready  to  cue  talent.  Cue  talent.' 

Out  in  the  station,  a  simple  wave  from  the  hand  of  the 
floor  director  brought  new  life  into  the  face  of  the  Com- 
mentator. 'Good  evening,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  we're  glad 
you  could  join  us  today.  .  .'
